South Park Initiative Brings Attention to Spike in Downtown Bike Thefts 

Bike thefts in downtown have soared nearly 
60% in the past year. That means Central 
City riders are on pace to have more than 
400 bikes stolen in 2015. 

Through a robust partnership with LAPD, 
South Park is working to reduce the number 
of bike thefts in the Downtown LA area by 
launching a pilot program for registering 
bicycles. The program, along with 
LAPD's proactive "Lock it, hide it, keep it" 
campaign on social media, should help 
prevent and recover stolen bicycles. 

Spearheaded by our security program 
manager, Sergio Urena, the South Park
